GREGORIAN DATE ON TOMBSTONES 


The Supreme Court, by majority 
jecision, allowed an appeal against 
4 judgment of the Tel Aviv District 
Dourt defivered on April, 19, 1972. 

The appellant, Mr. Gideon Ra- 
yhael, received the permission of 
he Hevra Kadisha to erect a tomb- 
rtone over ‘his kate father’s grave. 
At the time he had signed a form

But he later wrote 
to the Hevra Kadisha asking per- 
nission to add the Gregorian dates 
Ὁ the inscription, explaining that 
5 had not wished to delay the 
rection of the tombatone and had 
hus not raised the issue at the 
time, but that he wished to add

Justice Witkon, who delivered the 
minority opinion of the Supreme 
Court, pointed out that in order 
to have paragraph 9 of the in- 
structions form voided under the 
Standard Contracts Law, the ap- 
pellant had to prove three things: 
first, that the form constitutes a 
“standard contract”; secondly, that 


prejudicial to 
the customers or gives an unfair 
advantage to the supplier. 

In yo far ag the question of the 
instructions form being a standard 
contract is concerned, Justice Wit- 
kon held, he could not agree with 
the District Court's negative con- 
clusion. For although it is true 
‘that it is not strictly a contract 
for the supply of a commodity or 
service, within the definition of 
“standard contract” in the Law, 
nevertheless he agreed with the 
appeRants' counsel that its provi- 
sions should be examined from a 
wider aspect. 

In this wider agpect, ‘he con- 
tinued, it could in fact be said 
that the Hevra Kadisha provides ser- 
vices, these services being the up- 
Keep of the cemeteries, arrange- 
ment of burial rites and everything 
connected therewith, and the sta- 
tutory supervision over the erec- 
tion of tombstones. Nor does the 
fact that the Hevra Kadishe fulfils 
a statutory function tte in 
any way from its abiity to provide 
@ commodity or service. For a pub- 
Uc authority, too, can provide com- 
modities or services, and to the ex- 
tent that 1 does it would be sub- 


ὁ ject to the provisions of the Stan- 


dard Contracts Law, In short, Jus- 
tice Witkon held, anyone who signs 
the instructions form issued by the 
respondents for purposes of erect- 


prejudicial to the “customers.” The

And 
although he was prepared to con- 
eede that a term which constitutes 
8 waiver by the customer of any 
right, and not only a right under

In other words, Justice Witkon 
held, the issue before the court came 
within the bounds of private law, 
and not public law, and in this 
context the appellant had no cause 
for complaint against the respon- 
dents, For the latter conducted their 
affairs in the spirit of their own 
beliefs and outlook and laid down 
rules for erecting tombstones in 
accordance with their own concepts 
of what is proper. 

Nor was it relevant whether the 
Supreme Court agreed with their 
concepts or not, or whether it 
thought that they were exagger- 
ating or misinterpreting, the 
prohibitions laid down by the ho- 
lacha, or whether the Rabbinate it- 
self was in the habit of putting 
the Gregorian dates on their letters 
without deeming this to be a slight 
against the religious feelings of ob- 
servant Jews. For the respondents 
had testified that to thelr capacity 
as a public authority in charge of 
supervising the erection of grave- 
stones, they applied, without any 
discrimination or exceptions, one 
unified rule, and that was that in- 
scriptions on gravestones should 
bear the Hebrew dates of birth 
and death only; and in so sen- 
sitive a matter who could say whe- 
ther this attitude was a reasonable 
one or not. 

Furthermore, Justice Witkon con- 
tinued, the respondents ‘had argued, 
and there had been no evidence 
to rebut this argument, that the 
majority of those persons who need- 
ed their services not only did not 
find the rules laid down by them 
to be prejudicial, but they would 
have been hurt if they found, upon 
viaiting the cemetery, that there 
were gravestones with Gregorian 
dates on them. However, without 
entering into the Issue of whether 
customers in general had to be 
aggrieved by the term of a con 
tract in order to make it voidable, 
or whether it was sufficient for 
only the one customer concerned to 
be so aggrieved Justice Witkon 
said he thought that the restrictive 
term must at least unfairly 
the weakness of a customer which 
the contract between the appellant 
and the respondents did not. For 
the latter had never promised the 
former to give him thelr servicea 
iu general terms. They had ex- 
pressly limited thelr services in the 
spirit of the contents of paragraph 
9 and other similar paragraphs of 
the form; and the fact that the 
appellam hed been forced to 
accept this kind of service and 
waive any other kind does not come 
within the meaning of “prejudicial 
to the customers” in section 14 of 
the Standard Contracts Law.
